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Keep It Before the People.
Lrr it be remembered that the struggle begun )
in 1800 between the North and South is not
yeot ended.

“We have heen forced to the Immovable b
sad conviotion Lthat the leaders of this Hehel-
lion are rnrndlont. tresoberons, uusornpuious,
and orual."

But mow the Miniaster to Mexioo regards
these same leaders as a ‘‘body of brave, ener-
gotio, and self-sacrificing men," who are ‘‘ra-
plesentative in their reverence and regard for
the Unmion."” Verily time works wonders,
egpecially when modern Demooracy comes Lo
its assistance.

The Taxation of Bonds,
We publish to-day an important artiole from
the Sandusky Register, setting forth the views
of Mr. George . Pendleton on the subject of
State and local taxation of Government bonds,
aud exposing their heresies in an unanawer-
able way. Mr, Pendleton has arraigoned the
Republican party for the crime of exempting
the bonds of the National Government from
guch taxation, and virtually promises that one
of the first fruits of the election of Beymour
and Blair shall be an “‘andoing" of this alleged
injustice. He demands that the Governmeng
shall remove all obstructions to such taxation
by expressly giving its sssent thereto, and
virtnally pledges that the Democratic party,
when placed in power, will ungualifiedly adopt
that polioy. The following provigo is attached
to every loan bill passed by Congress daring

the war:—

“And all slocks, bonds, and other securities
of the Uplted Stutes held by individuals, oor
porations, or nssoocintions, witaln the Uoiuesd
Miates, shall be exempt from taxation by or
under State nuthority.”

But Mr. Pendleton explicitly holds that
“the Government can change its rule and rate
of taxation after the bonds have been issned,”
deolaring it to be his opinion that “‘there is
nothing amounting to a contract that the pre-
sent bonds ghall not be taxed higher than a
gpecified rate,’” and therefore that the Gov-
erement has it within its power at any time to

, confer the privilege of State and local taxa-

tion—in other words, that, despite all express
stipulations to the sontrary, the bonds may be
taxed beyond limit; that, despite the plighted
faith of the mation, the Government should
repudiate its cntracts, and bring disoredit
vpon the country aud ruin upon the people.
This is the pure and undilnted Pendletonian
dootrine, in all its enormity. If the peopls

| desire to inangurate its principles, they can

achieve their purpose by the election of Bey;
mour and Blair.

How Tirey SBraxp.—It s annonnced from
Washington that letters have recently besn
received in that uity from all of our laading

Ministers abroad endorsivg Grant and Colfax
in the heartiest and most unqualified terms.
Included among thege are General Cassius M,
Clay, onr Minister to Russia, who was at one
time supposed to have a leaning towards
Johnsomsm; General John A. Dix, our Miais-
ter to France, who parcticipated in the great
Wigwam Convention, held in this city in
Auvgust, 1866, and was appointed by Mr. John-
son under the fond, but delusive hope that he
would not fall from Democratic grace; and Mr.
Henry M. Watts, our Minister to Austria, the
latest diplomatic appointment by the Presi-
dent. As far ag heard from, the ‘*Minister to
Mexico'” is still inclined towards the revolu-
tionary schemes of Blair. These letters teach
an important lesson. The distingunished dip-
lematists, whose names are attached to them,
appreciate the state of public sentiment
abroad, and clearly see that the election of
Seymonr and Blair will have a disastrous
effect npon our relations with the peopls, it
not with the Governments, of the great powers
of Kurope.
